Seven Detectives Are 
Killed in Attempt to 
Serve Warrant for Ar- 
rest on Miner. 


Matewan, W. Va., May 19.—A pis- 
tol battle here today which au- 
thorities declare grew out of a dis- 
pute between a detective of the 
Baldwin-Felts Detective agency, 
and a miner over a warrant for 
the arrest of the miner, resulted 
in the killing of seven detectives, 
a miner and an unidentified boy, 
and the serious wounding of the 
mayor of Matewan and another citi- 
zen.

Albert Felts, L.. C. Felts, both 


of Bluefield; J. W. Ferguson, B. B. 
Higgins, C. B. Cunningham, E. O. 
Powell and A, J.*Bower, all de-' 
tectives; Williams, a miner, and the 
boy. 

The wounded are: 

Mayor A. T. Teterman, seriously 
shot; and J. W. Chambers, badly 
hurt. - 

According to the authorities here 
tonight the trouble started when an 
alleged mine strike organizer named 
Mullens appraoched Albert; Felts and 
asked if he carried a warrant for 
his arrest. Felts replied in the 
affirmative, accerding to the police, 
and was in the act of reading the 
warrant/when Mullens shot and 
killed him. Detective Ferguson, of- 
ficers say, then killed Mullens and 
the killing of. Ferguson by an un- 
identified miner followed. This, the 
officers said, was the signal for a 
general fight, which resulted in the 
deaths of the other men. 

Excitement here tonight was high 
and local authorities declared they 
could not cope with the situation 
without the help of troops. The

Between 2,000 and 3,000

Birmingham, Ala... May 19.—Be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 have quit work 
in widely separated sections of the 
Alabama ecéal mining district. Min- 
ing has been suspended at a num- 
ber of points. 

Brookwood and Searles ae of 
the Alabama company, in Tusca- 
loosa, were down today and upwards 
of 700 men were idle there. 

Pipe mines Nos. 1 and 2, in Bibb 
county, operated by the Little Ca- 
haba Coal company, weer also idle, 
with more than 800 men out. 

The mines of the Roden Coal com- 
pany, at Marvel, in Bibb county, 
have been idle now for more than a 
week, with nearly 400 men out. ~ 

Coleanor mine, also in Bibb coun- 
ty, is idle by reason of the strike, 
upwards of 1,240 men being out. 

Several other imes are reported 
down. 

R. Kennamer, president of the 
Alabama district No. 20, United Mins 
Workers of Amerita, announced that 
a number of mining corporations of 
Alabama had signed contracts with 
their men along the lines mapped 
out by the union, but that others 
had not, and there were probabill- 
ties of considerable unrest in the 
district. | 

The union has insisted upon rec- 
ognition of collective bargaining 
principle. About a month ago the 
operators submitted an “industrial 
shop” Plan for working the mines,

Washington, May 19.—(Specia}. ay Washington, May 19.—House re- 


publicans, in party caucus tonight, 
came out squarely for enactment of 
soldier relief as advocated by the 
American Legion. 

Before deciding in favor of the 
legislation, the republicans refused, 
141 to 49, to postpone indefinitely 
all action on relief legislation. 
All republican leaders, including a 
majority of members of the steer- 
ing committee, were said to have 
supported the motion, but there 
was no record vote. 

The only record vote of the cau- 
cus was the defeat, 95 to 78, of a 
motion by Representative Wood, of 
Indiana, to strike out the provision 
to carry out the Lane-Monde!! plan 
for settlement and reclamation of 
western lands. 

The action of the republicang was 
takenoafter <a. four-hour: fight in 


which. opponents of relief legisla- 


tion d@clared the country could 
not stand added taxes, as made 
mecessary by the bill. Secretary 
‘Houston's letter, opposing any bo- 
nus, sent today to Chairman Ford- 
ney of the ways and means com- 
mittee, was not presented to the 
meeting, although copies were cir- 
culated. among “members. 

The relief plan of the American 
Legion contemplates four  provi- 
sions, a cash bonus, home and farm 
aid, paid up insurance and voca- 
‘tional education. Each veteran 
would be given the choice of any 
one of these. 

A motion by “Uncle Joe” Cannon 
to strike out the real estate and 
tobacco taxes in the bill wasde- 
yfeated 108 to 47. Caustic attacks 
on the cash bonus feature preceded 
final action. 

The vote on the motion present- 
ed by Mr. Fordney for approval 
of the rélief bill was 116 to 39, the 
supporters of the measure com- 
prising less than one-half of the 
total republican membership of the 
house. Leaders explained that the 
vote did not bind republicans in- 
dividually to vote for the bonus. 

It is expected to get the bill be- 
fore the house this week. 

Secretary Houston’s letter, which 
resulted from an inquiry by Chair- 
man Fordney as to the treasury’s 
views on the “insurgent” republic- 
an-democratic proposal for a retro- 
active 80 per cent war profits tax, 
declared that congréss, instead of 
devising new means of .spending 
money, should concentrate its efforts 
on raising funds for curr-nt govern- 
ment expenses. 

“I beg to submit to your commit- 


tee for ita serious consideration,” 


the treasury secretary wrote “the 
question whether, all things con- 
sidered, it would yot now be advis- 
able to seek out additional sources 
of revenue to meet the current re- 
quirements of the government... 
in order to obviate the necessity of 
continuing in considerable measure 
to meet them by. borrowing?” 

Mr. Houston said it was a matter 
of serious concern to have the gov- 
ernment appear in the market every 
few months for loans, as this course 
would result in additional credit ex- 
pansion, with higher prices and a 
more difficult financial situation. 

Discussing the alternative of @ 
bond issue, or increased taxes, Secre- 
tary Houston said: 

“The very heavy burdens which 
will rest,upon the treasury by rea- 
son of laws already enacted, includ- 
ing particularly the recent railroad 
laws, which, it is estimated, will en- 
tail an expenditure of appréximate- 
ly $1,000,000,000, and also by reason 
of the delay in making provision to 
realize upon the government's in- 
vestments in railroads-.and ships, 
taken in conjunction with the exist- 
ing credit situation, suggests the 
need of grave consideration of the 
auestion whether, quite aside from 
and in addition to any taxation | 
which it might be necessary to im- 
pose in order to pay a.bonus to the

HIGH TRIBUTE PAID 
TO RETURNED DEAD 


New. York, May 19.—Secretary 
Daniels today paid tribute to the 
first American sailor and marine 
dead of the world war to be 
brought home from overseas. 

At impressive ceremonies in 
the New York navy yard 
over 151 flag-draped caskets 
which were landed by the trans- 
port Nereus last Monday, he 
called upon the nation to “ever 
bear in mind that they made the 
supreme contribution on the altar 
of their country, reverently, sol- 
emnly and as courageous men al- 
ways go into battle.” 

“As we gather here today to 
give welcome to the dear bodies 
of the first of the sailor and ma- 
rine dead to be brought home for 
interment,” he said, “we do not 
think of these lads as gone be- 
fore their time, nor do we find it 
in our hearts to bow down in 
mourning. 

“It was not given these gen- 
erous and high spirited youths 
to knowthe disillusions that come 
to mer in mature years, or the 
weakness of the sere and yellow 
leaf. They’ were called—and 
‘gave the cheerful ‘Aye, aye, sir’—— 
by the Captain of the Heavenly 
Hosts, and they live with the im- 
mortals.”’ 

Of the bodies, twenty-six will 
be buried in the National Ceme- 
tery at Arlington on Saturday. 
The others were claimed by rgla- 
tives.

JH. ULMER HEADS 
RETAIL GROCERS 


Francis Kampef, of At- 
lanta, Made Vice Presi- 
dent of National Conven- 
tion, Which Adjourned 
Wednesday. 


The. election of John H. Ulmer, of 


E. Kamper, of Atlanta, as Vice pres- 
ident; John H, Speas, of Kansas 
City, as treasurer, these being the 
only nominees for the respective 
offices for which they are chosen, 
and the election of George W. Ami- 
son, of Providence, as trustee, to 
fill the vacancy in the board cre- 
ated by the elevation of Mr. Kamper 
to the vice presidency, were the 
last acts of the twenty-third annual 
convention of the National Retail 
Grocers’ association, which adjourn- 
ed last night. Three nominations 
had been made for the trusteeship. 

Kansas City was chosen ag the 
place for the convention of 1921, 
which. will be held in’June of next 
year, according to the substance of 
a resolution which appointed th¢t 
month for the annual meeting in- 
stead of May. Cleveland had sought 
to obtain the convention, but Kan- 
sas City had made an effective cam- 
paign from the opening of the con- 
vention, and its victory was well 
earned. 

Spirited Contest. 

‘The closing session of the con- 
vention was marked by a spirited 
contest between the administrative 
forces of the convention and an 
insurgent element on the floor, in 
which the administration was sus- 
tained by a*vote of 67 to 51. 

President Ulmer had asked 
secretary to rtad the minutes of 
the board of trustees held imme- 
diately after the adjournment of the 
convention at’ Salt Lake City last 
year, but Frank B. Connolly, the 
secretary, declined to do so. be- 
cause he was personally involved in 
the matters therein mentioned. Ac- 
cordingly, Francis E. Kamper read 
the minutes, which related the res- 
ignation of Leon M. Hattenbach, as 
secretary, in order that he. might 
accept the office of trustee to which 
he had been elected, and the fur- 
ther appointment of Mr. Connolly, 
as acting secretary fdr the balance 
of the term during which Hatten- 
| bach would have served had he not 
been made a trustee. 

Thereupon John, A. Cunningham, 
of Dubuque, Iowa, moved that the 
minutes be adopted; but stated that 
inasmuch as Mr. Connolly had not 
been appointed by the presidént, 
with the approval of the trustees, 
as provided by the constitution, he

Reductions Lower on Av- 
erage Than Those Now 
Prevailing im Many of 
Largest Centers in the 
Country.

“Reductions Here Make 
Wannamaker’s -Proposi- 
tion Look Like Thirty 
Cents,” Says . Fair-Price 
Commissioner. 


The wave of price slashing which 
has been evinced Brough dispatches 
from all Bee © of the United 
States Os ba oe eed in Atlanta 
sew 
through 4= “act that special cut- 
price euhes are now. effective in 
many of the city’s largest retail es- 
tablishments, whereby various com- 
modities are being sold at levels 
Practically coincident with pre-war 
prices. 

Appreciation of Atlanta’s credit- 
able stand in the national tendency 
to reduce prices is given in a state- 
ment issued Wednesday by John A. 
Manget, fair-price commissioner of 
Georgia, who commends Atlanta 
merchants for the lowered prices 
they are offering and at the same 
time calling attention to offerings 
in Atlanta which are lower than 
those which have been so widely 
heralded in press dispatches, ‘‘mak- 
ing Mr..Wannamaker’s 20 per cent | 
proposition look like 30 cents,” he 
says. ies | 

Althotgh Atlanta merchants have 
made no great outcry or sensafion 
about the cut-price sales which have 
been announced, it is known that 
since the latter part of April local 
merchants have been presenting 
many articles for sale-at prices 
which average a lower reduction 
range than the 20 and 25 per cent 
decreases which have created ap- 
parent furore in other sechyens of 
the country. 

Reductions Started Here. 

Ixpressions from several of the 
city’s most prominent merchants, 
chiefly in the large Whitehall streét 
department stores, are to the effect 
that Atlanta retailers had begun the 
radical reduction in their prices be- 
fore it had started in other parts of 
the union and that absolute veri- 
fication has been given the fact that 
the sort of commodities retailed in 
the big department stores may be 
purchased in Atlanta at rates as 
cheap as any other city in the union. 

The iferchants of the city do not 
seem disposed to create a sensation 
from the fact that prices are being 
variously reduced in all lines of 
clothing and other commodities, 
most of them being reticent and 
stating that Atlanta merchants are 
doing as much as merthants in oth- 
cr cities, 

Beaumont Davison, of the Davi- 
son-Paxon-Stokes company, in dis- 
cussing the situation, said: “People 
have repeatedly told me that they 
find goods as reasonably priced on 
Whitehall and Peachtree streets as 
they had found in investigation in 
New York, and, in the majority of 
instance, much cheaper. 

Reducing for Weeks. 

“Atlanta merchants have beén re- 
ducing the prices of their goods for 
several weeks, to an even greater 
degree than those which are record- 
ed in the press. Some reductions in 
Atlanta, in fact, make those which 
have created such sensations seem 
pygmylike by comparison.” 

J. P. Alien, of the firm which bears 
his name and one of the city’s most 
prominent retailers, said Wednesday 
that the situation in other parts of 
the country was no more astounding 
than the condition which had pre- 
vailed in Atlanta for seme time. He 
said that many Atlanta dealers in 
clothing, dry goode and shoes had 
been offering their stocks at prices 
practically on a. parity with the 


wholesale prices. 
“During the latter part of April,” 


said W. H. Brittain, president of 
the J. M. High company, “the ten- 
dency to offer goods at vastly re- 
duced prices became most evident 
in Atlanta, and it is an obvious fact 
that the prices offered in many of 
the local retail stores are signifi- 
cant of much lower reductions than 
have been reported in other sec- 
tions.” i

FRANCE MUST PREPARE 
FOR WAR, ASSERTS FOG 


Paris, May 19.—Warning that 
France must, in the midst of peace, 
make preparations for future wars 
was uttered by Marshal Foch, who 
presided at the annual meeting of 
the Polytechnic $§chool for Army 


Engineers today. Discussing lessons 
of the great war, he gaid the pres- 
ent economic struggle is the first 
part of the peace program, but 
preparation for war is the second 
part. 

“Who of us,” he asked, “dares be- 
lieve Germany is renouncing war on 
the morrow of her ruin—Germany, 
which, inspired by sheer ambition, 
took up arms in 1864, 1866, 1870 and 
1914 on the plea of historic neces- 
sity? Germany’s neighbors, whether 
they wished to or not, will be forced 
to keep up armies and maintain 
strong frontiers, because, quite 
apart from the generous intentions 
of civilized humanity; there are his- 
toric realities and racial appetites, 
just as there are geographical reall- 
ties. 

“How can we help mistrusting a 
nation,” he continued, “which, re- 
duced to impotence by the great Na- 
poleon,- was able, by its martial or- 
der, to re-establish itself and bring 
about complete oyerthrow of the 
colossal Napoleonic empire,-*and, by 
superlative complete militarism and 
methodic development, extended its 
authority from the east Prussian 
marshes to beyond the Rhine? Mak- 
ing war was its national industry 
and might is its right.” 2 

Marshal Foch ~aid tribute to Mar- 
shal Joffre, whose inspiration, he 
declared, brought to France the vic- 
tory at the Marne.

Not a Smith delegate arose. 

The minority report of the com- 
mittee on resolutions had already 
been submitted. It contained a jab 
at the president as a third term 
candidiate, when every one knows 
that no such thing is a possibility.

solute harmony with the declara- 
tion of Senator Smith, made on 
every stump on which he spoke in 
Georgia, was as follows: 

Resolved, That we indorse and 
approve the principles embodied in 
the league of nations and demand 
the prompt enactment of the treaty 
of peace with such explanatory res- 
ervations as may be necessary to 
secure its enactment, and as may 
not be destructive of the covenant. 

The appeal of General Walter 
Harris to the Smith men to support 
that declaration fell against deaf 
ears. It, too, was defeated when 
the Smith vote could have saved it. 

Where does this leave the thou- 
sands of democrats in Georgia who 
voted for Senator Smith on. his 
avowed declaration that he was a 
friend and supporter of the princi- 
ple of the league of nations clause 
of the peace treaty, and that he 
favored ratification with reasona- 
ble reservations? 

Where was his voice when credit 
to the democratic administration for 
its great achievements for the past 
seven years was being defiantly 
withheld by a Georgia democratic 
convention?

COMFORT STATION 


City council has been called to 
meet in special session next Monday 
afternoon to consider the. recom- 
mendations of the public improve- 
ments committee concerning the 
erection of a public comfort station 
on the vacant lot adjoining city hall. 

At a called meeting of the im- 
provement committee, held Wed- 
nesday morning to receive bids.for 
construction of the building, only 
one bid was submitted, and it was 
for approximately $14,000 more 
than the $30.000 available for the 
structure. The bid was promptly 
rejected. It was then suggested 
that the city construction depart- 
ment erect the building under the 
direction of H. L. Collier, chief of 
construction. Blueprints had already 
been drawn by this department, and 
statements showing the’ analysis oi 
the cost of putting up the buildin. 
Further data from the department 
— be presented at council meet- 
ng. 

The board of Fulton county com- 
missioners has appropriated $15,007 
toward the comfort station, condi- 
tioned on the provision that con- 
struction work begin within ninety 
days. This period expires on June 
1, therefore a special session of 
council ig considered necessary to 
take some further action.

MEET EDUCATION CRISIS 
BY ECONOMIC MEANS 


‘Washington, May 19.—Principal 
means of meeting the present crisis 
in education are economic, accord- 
ing to the statement drawn by 
for 
presentation to the national citi- 
zens conference on éducation here. 

“Citizens of the severdl states 
should hasten to correct antiquated 
constitutional limitations which 
prevent people from paying from 
their own pockets the money neces- 
sary for the education of their own 
children, mg, je the statement  an- 
nounced by rraine E. Wooster, of 
ee chairman of the commit- 
ee. 

“Laws should be promptly modi- 
fied ot meet present-day conditions. 
additional sources of revenue should 
be used to support education. 

“In every state and community 
there should be formulated definite 
school plans and budgets which 
recognize that the attempts already 
made to elevate the teachers’ pro- 
fession are but preliminary and 
must be followed by progressive 
plans which will provide during, 
succeeding years for the teachers 
increased recognition of financial, 
social and professional, and for pub- 
lic education’s adequate support.” 

The statement gives these ele- 
ments of the éducational crisis— 
schools without teachers, teachers 
of less than standard qualifications, 
decrease in number of persons pre- 
paring for teaching, increased cost 
of buildings and equipn.ents, in- 
creased illiteracy and concept of 
American institutions revealed by 
the war and declining morale in 
teaching profession.

‘Power in Alabama and 
Georgia Will Become 
Serviceable in Either 
State, According to Plan 
Announced. 


in Alabama and that generated in 
Georgia are to be connected, accord- 
ing to announcement just made in 
Atlanta. The power of both states 
will thus become electrically ser- 
viceable in either state and in such 


States as is required for operation of 
industry. 

The Alabama Power company and 
the Georgia Railway and Power 


company have entered into a con- 
tract by which a transmission line 
fifty-two miles in length will con- 
nect the two eee. This line will 
run from Gadsden Ala., to Lin- 
dale, G 

The current ever this line will 
reach the system of the Alabama 
Power company at Gadsden, from 
which it will be transmitted to oth- 
er parts of the state as may be 
needed. The Alabama-generated 
power will be transmitted to the 
Georgia system through connections 
at Lindale, 

The combined hydro-electric pow- 
er of the two states will thus be- 
come of service to each. When Ala- 
bama industries need more current 
than is generated in Alabama, Geor- 
gia current/will be furnished. When 
the Georgia watershed supplying 
Georgia rivers that generate the 
Georgia water power supplies a 
small volume of water to turn the 
Georgia hydro-electric turbines, 
Alabama’s Coosa plant may have a 
full head of water and be enabled 
to serve Georgia industries out of 
the surplus. ‘ 

Hydro-electric power may be 
shifted anywhere in the two sys- 
tems through this combination. The 
connection will tend to insure sta- 
bilization of hydro-electric current 
in the two states by a constant 
shifting the load to points requir- 
ing it. 

The Georgia Railway and Power 
company at this time has connec- 
tions already established with the 
Tennessee Power company between 
Cleveland, Tenn. and Lindale, Ga.; 
with the Columbus Power company 
at Newnan, Ga.; with the Central 
Georgia Power company af Ailanta, 
Ga., and with the Southern Power 
company at Tallulah Falls.

SENATE FINANCE GROUP 
S SCORED BY HARRIS 


Washington, May 19.—Senator 
Harris came to the front in the 
senate late this afternoon in the 
war being waged on the profiteers, 
and directed attention to the fact 
that the senate finance committee 
phad permitted a joeffit resolution 
which he offered in January to 
quietly sleep. It calls on the sec- 


retary of the treasury to bring up 
to date information on the income 
and profits tax returns for all cor- 
porations. The Georgia senator 
moved that the finance committee 
‘be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the resolution, and 
under the rules the question will 
be decided by the senate Thurs- 
day. 

It~has been frequently cébmment- 


ted upon that no action had been 


taken on the Harris resolution and 
in the absence of Senator Penrose, 
who is chairman, the Georgia sena- 
tor has sought to secure favorable 
consideration by Senator Smoot. 


The resolution directs the treas- 
ury officials to furnish the infor- 
mation from the income and profit 
tax returns for the taxable year 
1918 of all corporations. The re- 
turns for 1919 rave not been com-

ed in the same sequence and unde 
the same symbols as in that doou- 
ment. 


> To Keep Souther Field. 

‘The war department has no plans 
looking toward the abandonment 
and sale of Souther Field, the avia- 
tion camp at Americus, Ga. Ru- 
mors from Georgia stating that the 
camp would be sold were denied 
today by Senator Harris, who stated 
that he had a statement from the 
director of the air service saying 
that the department knew nothing 
of such plans. 

A statement given out by Senator 
Harris quoted the war department 
as saying: “It is not known where 
the information was obtained as to 
the proposed abandonment of South- 
er Field, as this office has no 
knowledge thereof. This matter has 
been taken up with the director of 
the air service, who also advised 
that at the present time there are 
no plans to. relinquish  Southscr 
Field.” 

The flying field at Americus was 
acquired during the war, and the 
land purchased by the government. 
The present plans call for use of 
the camp as a permanent air sta- 
tion. 


Army Bill Opposed. 

Opposition to the army  freor- 
ganization bill which is now in con- 
ference was expressed in telegrams 
from Georgia labor organizations 
today to Senator Harris and Geor- 
gia members of,the house. The la- 
bor leader@® charged that the bill 
would allow the president and con- 
gress to conscript emplovees in in- 
dustrial work if they go on a strike 
to better their working conditions.
